f SuPPLEMENT to the defign for rebuilding Grub-ftreet. 


sl R, 

3S your defign for rebuilding Grub- 
itreet has met with univerfal appro- 
bation ; I would have it, methinks, 
like Covent-garden church, one of 
the mof? perfect pieces of avrchitefure 
that the art of man can produce. And 
as I conceive fome improvements 
may be made to your defign, 1 fhall 
therefore mention what I think 
may be added, without diminifhing any thing of what 
ou propofe. . - 

In the firlt place, "ts my opinion, that in all Squares 
there (oould be a capital building in the middle of cach fide, 
which foould ferve to fix the cye, and give the better air of 
magnificence tothe projpec. Butas this ftreet will confit 
of two ranges of houles only, and for a reafon which ] 
fhall give hereafter, I would have but one capital build- 
ing, which fhould be fituated in the middle of the ealt 
fide, fomething higher than where the Pegafus now 
fands. | _ 

I would by all means have a portico ta this edifice, 
which bould not retreat from the eye (like St. Paul’s) dut 

gj ect forward, in order to give a grand contrafte to the 
whole front, and aid the perlpe@ive within ; which would 
make it equal the beautiful projection of the portico of the 
thurch of St. me Hanover-/quare. But tho’ this is 
fistely and auguft, 1 would have ours differ from it in 
three things. 1. The order fhould not be corinthian, 
but the fame which you propofe for the whole ftreet, 
j. ¢. inttead of columns, fhould be placed the /Patues of 
herds eriwned with bays, intermixed with poppys, which 
would ferve as apretty kind of capitals, and three or 
four flone folios to each far bajes, 2. I would have no 
columns at the angles of the portico, but leave them 
without any fupport, like the entablature at the quoins of 
Qveensbury-houfe ; which (till I read the Critical Re- 
view) I never knew was the itile of IntcGo Jones. 3. 1 
would not have a pediment over the portico, but rather 





certainly be the moft exalted ta/fe to. place thereon a Pe- 
gus, Which would every way bear a proper allufion.— 


As this would be the capital of Grub-ftreet, it would 


Sir F—th—r T—ch has, in fome meaiture, followed thi: 
rule at his country feat, where he has fet up a ff fora 
vane, (alluding to his name) but in my opinion, that fifh 
is quite out of its element. 

As I would leave no place without decoration, if it 
would admit of it, the ftem of our weather-cock fhould 
be adorn’d with fcroll-work of iron, and letters to fhow 
the’ cardinal points : but in fixing it, I would /ay afide 
that ridiculous fuperftition of placing weather-cocks due eaft 
and weft, whether the building be foornot. In my opi- 
nion, it would be more uniform and regular to place one 
part of the crofs parallel to the line of the building, 
and the other would be of courfe at right angles with it; 
as that had like to have been at the eaft end of Covent. 
garden church, when it was lately repair’d; and even as 
itis now fix’d, I believe, upon examination, it would 
be tound to vary from the true points near fifteen de- 
grees. 

If this defgn was exccuted in a grand gufto, I dare fay, 
the building would attra more eyes, and have more ad- 
mirers than almoft any other about town: for the parts of 
which tis composd ave both new and furprizing, which 
would firike the eye at the firft view with an idea of gran- 
deur and magnificence, Jatisfying the mind jo effc@ually, 
that nothing would jeem to be wanting, and yet notding could 
be pared. 

Having gone thorough my defign for the out-fide of 
this ftrnéture, I fhall in the next place proceed to difpofe 
the apartments within, and adapt cach to its proper ufe. 
As in all offices tis ufual for the commiflioners to 
fit in an upper room, 1 would therefore have fronting the 
entrance a grand ftair-cafe, to lead to theifirit floor; which 
fhould be one large room, wherein the learn’d Society of 
Grub-flreet might fit in judgment upon the produétions 
of their brethyen. —— Tho’ the projection of the por- 
tico will very much darken the room, I conceive it will 
be rather an advantage, than a detriment, as it would 
thereby be difficult to diicover who the members are. 

The tic fory of this building, I would make the 
refidence of C C Eiqs the afcent to which 











a magnificent breaft-work, and balluftrade, in the manner 
as was lately propofed for altering London-bridge s which 
would form a fpacious gallery, the ufe where 


tainly be decorated with as much, at leaft, if not more 
majefty of freeze-work, than any other part: if there was 
placed in the middle a crown of bays, and therein (allu- 
ding to our Laureat’s name) two CC twined together, as 
they are on the reverfe of ixing Charles’s half crowns, | 
think it would not be an improper decoring. I am of 
opinion a portico thus e/ec'atead would have a better ef- 
feé&t in this place, than if there had been one before the 
Eaft-Iudia boufe in Leaden-hall-jrreet. 

Having finifhed the front, I fhall next proceed to raife 
the fuperitru€ture; which I would have p/awned in fo ex- 
quifite a tafte, formed of fuch equal and harmonious parts, 
and adorned with fach proper and elegant decorations, that 
nothing could be cenjured or added. If I may be 
permitted to make a defign, it fhould be as follows. 
Above the roof fhould firlt rife a plain bafement, whofe 
form fhould be @ /guare rhombus; againit the front of 
which I would have a balluftrade ftuck clofe to the wall, 
in the manner of thofe againft the two towers at 
the Meuje ‘near Charing-crols. Upon this 
fhould be rais’d a lanthorn as light and open as poilible, 
the plan of which fhould be an ¢//iptical céagon. | 
Would not have the top finifh’d (as they commonly are) 
with a cugol/a, but rather with a flat cieling, like the /arg. 
circular tywer at the Temple charch, which a-top termi 
Rates in jomething like a dame, and bas avery 
on the eye, 

But as this fquare finifiing would make but an awk- 
ward Agure on the out-fide, (like thofe lanthorns upon the 
Court of Exchequer at Wettminiter) I wouid in the next 
Place put on a conical bemijphere ; and lattly, to finifh all, 
aweather-cock, the vane of which fhould bear an allu- 
fion to the building, and its ufe; as is moft judicioully

As I have a great regard for the poetical genjlemen of 
the black cloth, I willtake upon me to provide habita- 
tions for fome of ’em. ————— It cannot be imagin’d J 
wou'd admit of a cobler’s itall in this refin’d ftreet, and 
therefore I would provide a room on one fide of our 
grand entrance for the reverend Cobler of Mitton: as 
he loves to expofe himfelf, I would advife him to keep 
his door open, that the Grub-ftreet Critics, as they go 
to their aflembly, may fometimes have an eye on his 
work. 

Among the men of learning, I know no one that has 
fo great a ficck as the Clare-merket Oraror, for which 
reafun he fhall live at one of the oppolire « ruer hops, and 
whoever thinks he can match him, inay provide for him- 
felf at the other. 

I could propofe another improvement to your defign, 
which is this. In the middle of the grand canal, 
I would have an ifland, whofe fuperficial content fhould 
be fufficient to keep thereon a Highland fair: to govern 
which, I would appoint Mr. M— ut, in confideration 
of his being difappointed of the government of Dugk 
Tiana in St. James’s Park.
